Mercantile

UNABLE TO FIND 


GUNS ELSEWHERE 


New York and Kroonland

Washington, Feb. 12.—P. A. S. 
Franklin, president of the Inter- 
national Mercantile jNrarine, todaj^ 
made formal application to the 
navy department for guns to arm 
the passenger liners of the Amer- 
ican line.

There 
is objection to withdrawing men from 
the active service of the navy at this 
time and there is also some question as 
to what effect such a step would have on 
the status of a ship.

ers furnished guns by their navy were 
required to make oath that they were 
to be handled by civilian crews. 


The possibility tViat the navy might

Official opinion has solidified that Germany's suggestions of 
negotiations cannot be considered while ships are being sunk in a 
campaign which has brought forth the moral condemnation of most 
of the neutrals of the world.

The 
hotel -was not damaged. 


The blaze originated in the operat-

all escaped; 
One of the patients was 
carried out by attendants.

The hotel is supplied with fire pro- 
tection and employes and guests vol- 
unteered their services in rescuing the 
sick and saving as much property as 
possible. 
It Avas largely through the

of

volunteers that

hotel, which stood only about 100 feet 
from 
the 
burning 
structure, 
was 
Baved. 


The flames spread rapidly and in 
less than two hours the buildings all 
were in ashes. 
The blaze lighted the

T H R E E LINCOLN LETTERS. 


Fargo, N. D., Feb. 12.—^What are 
claimed here to be three heretofore 
impubllshed letters written by Abra- 
ham Lincoln are printed today, having 
been made public by Rev, R. A, Beard, 
pastor 
of 
the 
First Congregational 
church of this city to whom photo- 
graphic copies were presented by W. 
K. Bixby, of St. Louis. 
Dr. Beard an- 
nounced the existence of the letters In 
connection with a Lincoln memorial 
service yesterday at his church. 


One of the letters dated at the ex- 
ecutive mansion in Washington, April 
30, 1864. is addressed to "Lieut. Gen. 
Grant." 
"Not expecting to see you 
again 
before the 
spring 
campaign 
opens," Lincoln writes Grant, "I wish 
to express in this way my entire satis- 
faction with what you have done up to 
this time, so far as I understand It." 


The other two letters 
were 
dated 
Washington, December 24, 1848. dur- 
ing the time Lincoln was a member of 
congress. In one of them, to his father, 
Lincoln» says : 


"I very cheerfully 
send 
you 
the 
twenty dollars, which sum you say is 
necessary to save your land from sale." 


The other to a half-brother, John- 
ston, he writes: 
"Your request for 
eighty dollars I do not think it best to 
comply with now." 


Advising Johnston to go to work, 
Lincoln promises him one dollar "for 
every dollar you will, between this<and 
the first day of May, get for your la- 
bor." 


IN KENTUCKY. 


Louisville, Ky., Feb. 12.—^Kentucky, 
for the first time In Its history will 
legally celebrate because of the birth- 
day of Abraham Lincoln today.

Had Eventfol Voyage. 


The Kroonland left Liverpool on 
Jan. 31, the day before the German 
4eclaratlon, and had an eventful voy- 
age. One day from port she witnessed 
the destruction of a Dutch freighter 
by shell fire from a submarine. 
On 
Feb. 5 a, strange object that looked 
like the funnel of a steamship, partly 
submerged, or the conning tower of a 
submarine, 
was 
sighted 
about two 
miles away. 
A few hours later the 
ofi^icers of the Kroonland saw a mys- 
terious looking steamer, which they 
could not identify, 
but 
which they 
thought might have been a German 
raider, acting as supply ship to one or 
more U-boats. 
This Impression was 
strengthened 
by the fact 
that the 
stranger did not return signals. 


The Cunard 
liner 
Andania. from 
Liverpool. Jan. 
31, and 
the Italian 
steamer Giuseppe Verdi, from Med- 
iterranean ports, reached their docks 
here today. 
The British liner Cedrlc, 
which sails today for Liverpool with- 
out passengers, will carry 5,000 sacks 
of mall, which has been delayed here 
for the past week aboard the St. Louis. 


First to Ijeave Liverpool. 


The New York was the first Ameri- 
can ship to leave Liverpool after Ger- 
many's war zone decree went Into ef- 
fect.

Abraham Lincoln, 


Eicher and riclior in ils fruitage as the years go by, the memory 
of Abraham Lincoln, I0 Avhom the thoughts of Americans turn in rev- 
erential contemplation on tiiis the anniversary of the birth of Amer- 
ica's greatest commoner, brings from its exhaustless depths neAv ele- 
ments for reflective and patriotic study in the -world developments 
the past few weeks have brought. Years as they pass do not dim the 
life, the character and the great soul of the martyred emancipator. 
Kather do they unfold a vision of new altitudes and new depths of 
heart and character, of poise and purpose and achievement in the man 
•who, from lowly origin climbed to the summit of human honor and 
htunaja endeavor. 


Lincoln, was a leader, not a ruler. We think of Lincoln as the 
man of the people; the commoner; the democrat; the man whose views 
"were those of the great, intelligent masses, and whose feelings and 
"whose sympathies were wholly theirs. It is not too much to say, that 
wtih a Lincoln in each of the warring lands today, there would be no 
battling millions laying waste teh land and widowing and orphaning 
humanity. No outlook on life such as came from the soul of Abraham 
Lincoln, with its tenderness, its sympathy and its humanity could have 
plunged the European world into the cataclysm of the present con- 
flict. There is today as great a world need for Lincolns as in the time 
when from the ranks of the unlettered American mountaineers there 
arose this nation's supreme man of the hour—not as the ruler, stern, 
unflinching, inspired by ambition or led by the lure of power, but the 
calm, courageous, dispassionate and devoted patriot whose sympathet- 
ic heart beat was attuned to that of the great humanity he loved and 
from which he could never count himself apart. 


America does not forget. Lincoln's memory is a wellspring of in- 
spiration from which we may draw as unfailingly today as did those 
of years ago upon whom fell the benediction of courage and hope, 
sympathy and strength, justice and patriotism that radiated from the 
living presence of this majestic American. 


Out of the maze of propaganda and the mass of discussion of the 
question of universal military training in recent months now comes a 
bill favorably reported to the senate looking to this end, though it is 
by no means as sweeping and as drastic as that in vogue in those na- 
tions which have insisted for many years on some degree of military 
training for the young men. While the idea is repugnant to many 
Americans, somethiiig of the kind is the only alternative in the failure 
of the volunteer system. Indeed, too, universal training has much to 
commend it aside from the element of national preparedness. The drill 
and the camp regime is likely to be altogether beneficial physically 
and morally to the young man just at a time when something of the 
kind may contribute to his development and his stability as he begins 
the wrestle with life on his own account. 


George A. Bittler, of this city, has just been succeeded as treas- 
urer of state by Uz McMutrtie, of Marion, Mr. Bittler's term of office 
having expired on Saturday. No Indiana official, in recent years, at 
least, has made a finer record than has Mr. Bittler. It was the for-

Making the New 


State Constitution 


(Indianapolis News.) 


The act recently passed by the legis- 
lature calling for a constitutional con- 
vention provides for the election of 
115 delegates who are to meet and 
frame a constitution which shall be 
submitted to the voters. 
From this 
it may be inferred that the dele- 
gates to the convention are going to 
make the new constitution. 
This, of 
course, the yare only in part to do. 
They are going to do the best they 
can to put into the necess^-ry legal 
form what they and their constitu- 
ents would like to have written into 
their constitution. 
If what the dele- 
gates personally think is not what 
the people think, then the constitu- 
tion will be rejected. 


In all likelihood the constitution 
that will be prepared early in 1918 
and submitted to the voters in the 
fall of 1918 will be lax'gely what pub- 
lic opinion as expressed during the 
rest of this year makes it. 
In other 
words, the new constitution is being 
made today. 
Whether it is being 
made to suit the actual needs of the 
state as seen by the citizens depends 
on whether it is being read about and 
discussed, not only by public men and 
women, and lawyers, and professional 
reformers, but the run of persons who 
are busy calling -w shrd cmfwyp vbg 
are busy making a dollar go as far as 
possible, but who have an hour now 
and then for club affaii-s, informal 
conversations with 
their 
negihboi-s, 
and an interest in some organization 
connected with their occupation. 


Last year the state was busy re- 
viewing the flrst 100 years of its his- 
tory, and paying tribute to the pion- 
eers who laid the foundations. 
This 
was a pleasant duty, well discharged. 
This year—and next—the state faces 
an obligation which is no less a duty. 
It must attempt the revision of the 
basic law, not states or ordinances 
but underlying, fundamental princi- 
ples, for the benefit of generations to 


come. 
It must do a kind of pioneer 
work which fture 
generations 
will 
compare with the pioneer worl 
done 
b ythe earlier pioneers. 
It is work 
that calls for the highest thinking. 


First, however, the present constitu- 
tion should be studied with great care. 
It is an admirable Instrument, well 
drawn and in many respects adequate. 
A single careful reading will convince 
anyone that the necessary task of im- 
proving upon it is a challenge to the 
best intellectual resources of the state.

Fort Wayne this year. 


Boom of campaign oratory will rat- 
tle windows in nearly ©very ward 
school. Thrill of fervent promises will 
move the inhabitants to wild bursts of 
cheering:. 
Three times we wiU know 
of the sovereignty of the "pee-pul.'' 


At least 125 candidates will see their 
names on ballots of the three elec- 
tions. 
The occasions which will cail 
voters to hiding behind the curtains 
of the Australian ballot system will b^ 
the spring primary for candidates for 
city offices on March 4, the election of 
city officers in November and choos- 
ing of delegates to the state constitu- 
tional convention on September 17. 


Seyenty-eight names are enrolled, 
for the city primary bout. 
Half that 
number will survive for city election. 
City has appropriated $8,000 for carry- 
ing on the two contests. Nearly all of 
that amount is expected to be used 
because of high price of paper. 


Several Suggested. 


Several names have been brought 
forward at this early date of 
men 
thought capable of framing a new or- 
ganic law for Indiana. 
Most promi- 
nent of the lot is Samuel M. Foster, 
who has been an ardent advocate of a 
new law for several years. 


Name of Theodore Thieme is also 
talked of in connection with constitu- 
tion making. 
Thieme has talked In 
favor of a new law for some time, it is 
stated. 
He has studied the principle 
of constitution framing, his friends 
say. 
Number of lawyers of the city 
arer also under surveillamce as being 
suitable code makers. 


Constitutional convention will meet 
on January 8, 1918, at Indianapolis, 
to give Indiana a new basic law. 


To Use 115 Delegates. 


The special election and the fram- 
ing of the new constitution are pro- 
vided for in a bill that has been passed 
by both houses of the state legislature 
and signed by Governor James P. 
Goodrich. 


The convention will have. 115 dele- 
gates, one from each state representa- 
tive district in Indiana and fifteen at 
large. 
Candidates for election to the 
convention shall be nominated by po- 
tions only, each petition to be signed 
by 200 qualified voters not less than 
thirty nor more than sixty days before 
the date of the special election. 
The 
petitions must contain a provision that 
the sipner thereof pledges himself to 
vote for and 
support 
the 
delegate 
whom he seeks to have become a nom- 
inee. 


Xo Party liines. 


After nomination the names of the 
candidate.«? are to be placed on one 
independent and separate ballot, with- 
out any emblem or party designation. 
Another part of the law provides that 
it will be the duty of state, county and 
municipal officers to Turnish any in- 
formation at his command which the 
convention shall request, the penalty 
for failure to do so being forfeiture or 
payment of the sum of $300 to the 
state. 


Elaborate provisions for publicity 
are contained In the law. It says that 
any information of use to delegates or 
the 
pilblic 
concerning 
the subject 
shall be prepared by the bureau of leg- 
islative and administrative informa- 
tion. 
Digests of constitution of other 
states shall be made and distributed 
so as to give them the widest possible 
publicity. 


People to Ratify Constitution. 


After the delegates frame the new 
constitution It must be submitted to 
the people for ratification or rejec- 
tion before it becomes effective. The 
convention will determine the man- 
ner In which the 
new 
constitution 
shall 
be submitted 
to the 
people. 
Upon demand of any forty-five dele- 
gates any question submitted to the 
legal voters by the convention shall be 
submitted separately.

Dr. Porter spoke on "Public Health 
and 
Public 
Responsibility." 
"Public 
health means the health of every indi- 
vidual as it bears relation to the com- 
munity as a whole or as it affects the 
community as a whole," Dr. Porter de- 
clared. 
The question of health should 
interest the public 
in 
general. 
He 
pointed to epidemic diseases and told 
of two stages 
for 
their preveittion. 
First, prevention of spread of disease 
by legislative enactment, and second, 
control of disease by education. 
Small- 
pox. yellow fever 
and 
malaria no 
longer exist to any extent, he said. 
Diphtheria is also less common. Trou- 
ble in preventing the spread of scarlet 
fever, measles, and whooping cough 
is that warning or quarantine cards 
are put up after he disease has dbne 
its damage. 
However, even these dis- 
eases. he said, are Ijss common 
than 
a few years ago. 


Dr. Porter told of the reportable dis- 
eases. 
Typhoid fever 
Is 
practically 
unknown in the bigger communities, 
he said. 
Typhoid fever, he declared, 
means filth, without which there can 
be no typhoid fever. 
It is absolutely 
preventable. 
Dr. Porter told of the 
work that had been done at the canal 
zone. 
Without the • health measures 
that were taken down there the Pan- 
ama canal could never have been built.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—^Thero 
are two classes of German ships In 
American ports. 
Those interned 
are 
war vessels stich 
a s the commerce 
raiders Prinz Eitel Friederich, Kron- 
prinz W i l h e l m and such naval vessels 
as the gunboats Coi-moratn a t G u a m 
andibGeier a t ifonolulu. 
The crews of 
these vessels, as well as the ships, be- 
ing part of the German naval forces 
which have taken refuge in neutral 
harbors are interned a s prisoners for 
the'diii-ation of the w a r under provi- 
sions of international law a n d T h e 
Hague conventions. 


The status of the war-bound 
m e r - 
chantmen is different a n d so is the 
status of their crews. 
The m e r c h a n t 
ships are not interned in any sense of 
the word, but are remaining in harbor 
of refuge. 
They are free to put t o 
sea at any time and take their chances 
with the enemy warships. 
Their crews 
are in the same status a s any other 
aliens coming to t h e United 
States. 
Any of them may be admitted to the 
country upon fulfilling the 
immigra- 
tion requirements. 
While they are in 
the status of aliens they are for the 
present 
confined aboard 
their 
ships 
bythe immigration authorities in ac- 
cordance v.ith the steps taken against 
the destricution of property or men- 
aces to navigation In t h e American 
harbors. I t is believed t h a t the Ger- 
m a n inquiry is to clear up misconcep- 
tions widely circulated there that Ger- 
mans in the United States have been 
Imprisoned and that German property 
has been confiscated.

In ]913, when X''red Kelly hurdled over 
the 120-jar(l route in 15 seconds 
flat, 
breaking .a world record that had stood 
for 15 years, experts on track athletics 
j declared that it would be years before the 
record war, beaten again. 


Then along came Bob Simpson, Mis- 
souri farmer boy, a r<i\v country lad, but 
possessed of a wonderful physique, who 
proved to be the greatest hurdler of all 
time—the wonder of the track. 


Sinip.son knocked two-fifths of a sec- 
ond off Kelly's wonderful record and It Is 
now predicted that he will go over the 
sticks in 14 2-5 or even 14 1-5 seconds. 


The secret of Simpson's great speed 
ovor the hurdles is due to a change in 
arm action which, experts declare, save 
from one-thirtieth to one-fiftieth of a sec- 
ond at each hurdle and from one-third 
to one-fifth of a (jecond over the 120 
jards. 


Hurdlers have always swung their arms 
sideways in going over the sticks, but 
Simpson moves his straight forward and 
backward. 


The pos.sibiJitlcs of Simpson's hurdling 
have not been nearly reached, according 
to C. LI. Brewer, director of athletics at 
Missouri, where Simpson attends college. 


"Simpsoo is like a gold mine whose sur- 
face has 
only just 
been 
scratched," 
Brewer said. "When he has done so much 
in so short a time, there ia no telling what 
he may do with greater experience. 


"He has .specialised in high hurdling 
and the worjd knows how successful he 
has been, but I do not believe that he ha.s 
yet reached the zenith of his power, and 
it would not surprise me to see him re- 
duce the world's record to 14 2-5 seconds 
and perhaps even to 14 1-5 seconds be- 
fore he has finished his career. 


"As a low hurdler he has never even 
tried seriously to develop himself. 
Never- 


theless he has equaled the world's re- 
cord of 23 3-5 seconds. In racing over the 
low hui-dles he has applied the principles 
which apply to high hurdles racing and 
has not yet taken the time to study the 
problem of making the greatest 
speed 
with tho least effort oVcr the low sticks. 
When he does the low hurdles record will 
drop to even time or under. 


"in every way he is a wonderful ath- 
lete. 
He runs the hundred in even time, 
is close to the record for the furlong and 
ia good (or 50 seconds In the quarter mile. 
He has broad jumped 23 feet 
Inches, 
and has cleared 5 feet 9% inches in the 
high jump. He throws the discus 130 feet 
and over and puts the 16-pound shot close 
to 40 feet." 


Simpson Is 24. 
He entered high school 
in 1911, but did not really take up ath- 
letics seriously until he entei'ed college. 
Before he finished his freshman year he 
had become famous.

Abraham Lincoln. 


Richer and richer in its fruitage as the years go by, the memory 


bf Abraham Lincoln, to whom the thoughts of Americans turn in rev- 
erential contemplation ou Ibis the anniversary of the birth of Amer- 
ica's greatest commoner, brings from its exhaustless depths new ele- 
ments for reflective and patriotic study in the world developments 
^the past few weeks have brought. Years as they pass do not dim the 
life, the character and the great soul of the martyred emancipator. 
Bather do they unfold a vision of new altitudes and new depths of 
heart and character, of poise and purpose and achievement in the man 
"who, from lowly origin climbed to the summit of human honor and 
human endeavor. 


Lincoln wis a leader, not a ruler. We think of Lincoln as the 


man of the people; the commoner; the democrat; the man whose views 


• were those of the great, intelligent masses, and whose feelings and 
•whose sympathies were wholly theirs. It is not too much to say, that 
wtih a Lincoln in each of the warring lauds today, there would be no 
battling millions laying waste teh land and widowing and orphaning 
humanity. No outlook on life such as came from the soul of Abraham 
Lincoln, with its tenderness, its sympathy and its humanity could have 
plunged the European world into the cataclysm of the present con- 
flict. There is today as great a world need for Lincolns as in Ihc lime 
when from the ranks of the unlettered American mountaineers there 
arose this nation's supreme man of the hour—not as the ruler, stcru, 
unflinching, inspired by ambition or led by the lure of power, but the 
calm, courageous, dispassionate and devoted patriot whose sympathet- 
ic heart beat was attuned to that of the great humanity he loved and 
from which he could never count himself apart. 


America does not forget. Lincoln's memory is a wcllsprmg of in- 


spiration from which we may draw as unfailingly today as did those 
of years ago upon whom fell the benediction of courage and hope, 
eympathy and strength, justice and patriotism that radiated from the 
living presence of this majestic American. 


Out of the maze of propaganda and the mass of discussion of the 


question of universal military training in recent months now comes a 
bill favorably reported to the senate looking to this end, though it is 
by no means as sweeping and as drastic as that in vogue in those na- 
tions which have insisted for many years on some degree of military 
training for the young men. While the idea is repugnant to many 
Americans, something of the kind is the only alternative in the failure 
of the volunteer system. Indeed, too, universal training has much to 
commend it aside.from the clement of national preparedness. The drill 
and the camp regime is likely to be altogether beneficial physically 
and morally to the young man just at a time when something of the 
kind may contribute to his development and his stability as he begins 
the wrestle with life on his own account.

Making the New 


State Constitution 


(Indianapolis Nows.) 


The act recently passed by tho legis- 


lature calling for a constitutional con- 
vention provides for the election of 
11 a delegates who are to meet and 
frame a constitution which shall bo 
submitted to tho voters. From this 
it may be inferred that tho dele- 
gates to tho convention aro going to 
make tho now constitution. This, of 
course, tho yare only in part to do. 
They aro going to do tho best they 
can to put Into the necessary legal 
form what they and their constitu- 
ents would like to have written Into 
their constitution. If what the dele- 
gates personally think Is not what 
the people think, then the constitu- 
tion will bo rejected. 


In all likelihood the constitution 


that will bo prepared early in 1!)1S 
and submitted to the voters in the 
fall of 1018 will be largely what pub- 
lic opinion as expressed during the 
rest of this year makes it. In other 
words, the new constitution Is being 
made today. 
Whether it is being 


made to suit the actual needs of the 
state as seen hy the citizens depends 
on whether it is being read about and 
discussed, not only by public men and 
women, and lawyers, and professional 
reformers, but the run of persons who 
are busy calling -w shrd crafwyp vbg 
are busy making a dollar go as far as 
possible, but who have an hour now 
and then for club affairs, informal 
conversations with their negihbors, 
and an Interest in some organization 
connected with their occupation. 


Last year the state was busy re- 


viewing the first 100 years of its his- 
tory, and paying tribute to the pion- 
eers who laid the foundations. This 
was a pleasant duty, well discharged. 
This year—ami next—the state faces 
a.n obligation which is no less a duty. 
It must attempt the revision of the 
basic law, not states or ordinances 
but underlying, fundamental princi- 
ples, for the benefit of generations to 


come. It must do a kind ot pioneer 
work which fturo 
generations 
will 


compare with the pioneer worV done 
b ythe earlier pioneers. 
It Is work 


that calls for tho highest thinking. 
First, however, tho present constitu- 
tion should be studied with great care. 
It is an admirable instrument, well 
drawn and In many respects adequate. 
A single careful reading win convince 
anyone that the necessary task of Im- 
proving upon it is a challenge to the 
best Intellectual resources of tho state.

Fort Wayne this year-

tie windows In nearly every ward 
school. Thrill of fervent promises will 
move the Inhabitants tb wild bursts of 
cheering. Three times we will know ,

At least 125 candidates will see their ! 


names on ballots of the three elec- 
tions. The occasions which will call 
voters to hiding behind the curtains 
of the Australian ballot system will be 
the spring primary for candidates for 
city offices on March 4, the election of 
city officers in November and choos- 
ing of delegates to the state constitu- 
tional convention on September *17. 


Seventy-eight names are enrolled 


for the city primary bout. Half that 
number will survive for city election. 
City has appropriated $8,000 for carry- 
ing; on the two contests. Nearly all of 
that amount is expected to be used 
because of high price of paper, 


Several Suggested. 


Several names have been brought 


forward at this early date of men 
thought capable of framing a new or- 
ganic law for Indiana, Most promi- 
nent of the lot is Samuel M. Foster, 
who has been an ardent advocate of a 
new law for several years. 


Name,, of Theodore Thieme is also 


talked of in connection with constitu- 
tion making. 
Thieme has talked in 


favor of a new law for some time, It is 
stated. He has studied the principle 
of constitution framing, his friends 
say. 
Number of lawyers of the city 


arer also under surveillance as being 
suitable code makers. 


Constitutional convention will meet 


on January 8, 1918, at Indianapolis, 
to give Indiana a new basic law. 


To Use 115 Delegates. 


The special election and the fram- 


ing of the new constitution are pro- 
vided for in a bill that has been passed 
by both houses of the state legislature 
and signed by Governor James p. 
Goodrich. 


The convention will have 115 dele- 


gates, one from each state representa- 
tive district in Indiana and fifteen at. 
large. Candidates for election to the 
convention shall be nominated by po- 
tions only, each petition to be signed 
by 200 qualified voters not less than 
thirty nor more than sixty days before 
tho date of the special election. Tho 
petitions must contain a provision that 
tho signer thereof pledges himself to 
vote for and support the delegate 
whom he seeks to have become a nom- 
inee. 


No Party Xitncs. 


After nomination the names of the 


candidates are to be placed on otio 
Independent and separate ballot, with- 
out any emblem or party designation. 
Another part of the law provides that 
it will bo the duty of state, county and 
municipal officers to furnish any In- 
formation at his command which tho 
convention shall request, the penalty 
for failure to do so being forfeiture- or 
payment of tho sum of $300 to tho 
state. 
'• 


Elaborate provisions for publicity 


are contained In tho law. It says that 
any Information of use to delegates or 
the public concerning the subject 
shall be prepared by the bureau of leg- 
islative and administrative Informa- 
tion. Digests of constitution of other 
states shall be mado and distributed 
so as to give them tho widest possible 
publicity. 


People to Ratify Constitution. 


After the delegates frame the new 


constitution It must be submitted to 
the people for ratification or rejec- 
tion before it becomes effective. The 
convention will determine the man- 
ner in which the new constitution 
shall be submitted to the people. 
Upon demand of any forty-five dele- 
gates any question submitted to the 
legal voters by the convention shall be 
submitted separately.

Dr. Porter told of the reportable dis- 
eases. Typhoid fever Is 
practically 


unknown in the bigger communities, 
he said. Typhoid fever, he declared, 
means filth, without which there can 
be no typhoid fever. It Is absolutely 
preventable. 
Dr. Porter told of the 


work that had been done at the canal 
zone. 
Without the health measures 
that were taken down there the Pan- 
ama canal could never have been built. 


Ignorance Is Responsible. 


Tuberculosis alone kills 150,000 to 


200,000 people every year and incapac- 
itates a half million more all through 
Ignorance. Eighty thousand people die 
yearly from cancer. He said that can- 
cer is never inherited In the literal 
sense of the -word. 


"Practically any cancer can be re- 


moved at a cost of fifty cents if called 
to the surgeon's attention in time," he 
said. The doctor explained, however, 
that tho time Is before It becomes a 
cancer. He said he did not want to be 
misunderstood on thin point. 


Rapid progress is being made in tho 


checking of Infant mortality, the re- 
sult* being almost Incredulous. 
He 


declared that It Is just as important 
for a baby to be born well as It Is to be 
well born. 


In the fight against disease preven- 


tion Is far bettor than a cure, ho said.

ILBERESPECIED 


German Inquiry on Sailors 


is Made to Clear Up 


Misconceptions. 


Washington, D. C. Feb. 12.—There 


are two classes of German ships In 
American ports. Those Interned are 
war vessels such as the commerce 
raiders Prlnz Eltel Friederich. Kron- 
prlnz Wllhelm and such naval vessels 
as the:Bunboftts Cormoratn at Guam 
and Geler at Honolulu. Tho crews of 
these vessels, as well as the ships, bo- 
Ing part of the German naval forces 
which have taken refuge In neutral 
harbors aro Interned as prisoners for 
the duration of the war under provi- 
sions of International law and The 
Hague conventions. 
The status of tho war-bound mer- 


chantmen Is different and so Is the 
status of their crews. The merchant 
ships are not interned In any sense of 
tho word, but aro remaining In harbor 
of refuge. They aro free to put to 
sea at'any time and take their chances 
with the enemy warships. Their crews 
are in the same status as any other 
aliens coming to the United States. 
Any of them may be admitted to tho 
country upon fulfilling the immigra- 
tion requirements. While they aro In 
the status of aliens they aro for tho 
present confined aboard their ships 
bythe immigration authorities In ac- 
cordance with the steps taken against 
the destrlcution of property or men- 
aces to navigation In the American 
harbors. It is believed that tho Ger- 
man Inquiry is to clear up misconcep- 
tions widely circulated there that Ger- 
mans in the United States have been 
imprisoned and that German property 
has been confiscated. President Wilson 
has announced that all foreign rights 
are to be respected in every sense.

ered when police r.ushed into the room. 
Bailiff George Eisenhut and Patrol- 
man Ernst Paul, both in plain clothes, 
aided in the raid. 


Cole says that he rents the rooms 


and that his friends had dropped in 
for a "sociable game." 
Cole denies 


that he was operating a gambling 
house. The men were taken to the 
police station 
by the officers and 


placed in cells until bond had been 
secured. 


Police Chief Lenz will ask for max- ! 


imum penalty for the men, he says. 
He will continue vigilance in the en- 
forcing of the "no gambling" order, 
he says. He will order all cases 
brought to his attention to be investi- 
gated, he states. 


"I said the lid was on and I mean 


it," Lenz told. Monday. "I intend to 
bring in all persons who gamble if I 
can locate them. They will stay in Jail 
until highest borul I can name has 
been put up. I will ask for severest 
penalty if they are convicted."

The people of Berlin are undoubt- 


edly suffering from lack oC food.

Is generally asserted that in the coun- 
try districts the food problem is less 
pressing than In the big cities, and 
producers are retaining supplies for 
home consumption. 


In spite, however, that food is very 


scarce, one- seldom sees anyone show- 
Ing marks 
of underfeeding. Some 


elderly persons- and 
some anxious 


mothers look emaciated, and reduced 
weight is quite general. A common 
question asked when friends meet is, 
"How many pounds have you lost?" 
Physicians are wrltlngr in the medical 
journals that children are now evi- 
dently under nourished, particularly 
lacking fats, yet the merry sledding 
throngs in tho parks during the last 
month never suggested lack of food. 


The general verdict is that the 


health of the people Is better than 
before the- war. when overeating had 
almost assumed the character of na- 
tional besetting sin.

us by 'doing it himself.* rather than 
leaving it for 'George' to do. 
' 


"Almost everybody was willing to 


admit that - Mr. Marshall's • constitu- 
tion had In It much that was good, 
though it fell far short of meeting the 
needs of the situation. 
The courts, 


however, very properly and promptly 
held that the. manner of doing what it 
attempted to do was so contrary to 
our -theory of government that it wera 
better to endure the ills we had than 
to secure relief by such a questionable 
method. But Governor Marshall's ill- 
fated effort served to advance tho 
cause by focusing attention upon the 
Imperative needs of tho state. 


"Since the Marshall-constitution was 


put to- sleep so effectually it has been 
Fort \Vayno and northern Indiana 
more than any other section of the 
state that have kept the (Ires burning 
and persistently refused to see any- 
thing but ultimate success. Therefore, 
with charity for all and with malice 
toward none, we are much inclined to 
Ju-blicate over the victory that has been 
won."
